COUNTY HAPPENINGS. 


From Our Own Correspondents. 


DOYLESTOWN. 


The Presbyterians of Doylestown and Ti- 


oinily hare had a great time in the past week 
Hiking over the election of a pastor, which 
ook place in the church here on Thursday 
aat. lu fact ihe whole town has been inter- 
ested in the matter owing to the rather spir- 
ted discussions that occurred during the 
)roct'ediags, This church, which is known 
as the Dovlestown and Deep Hun Presbyter- 
an Church, has about 000 members, and has 
been a moat flourishing institution. Since 
.he resignation of Her. W. Hayes Moore, 
irho went to New Mexico more than A year 
ago, the church has been without a pastor. 
Many candidates preached during that time 
but no one was called. Finally two minis- 
ers seemed lo meet with general approval. 
1'hcy were Rev. K. M. Labaree, of Delaware 
County, and Rev. E. J. Retake, of Blooms- 
bury. N. J. 
The former was the choice of 


the members of the Session and also many 
members of the congregation, while the lat- 
ter also bad many friends. 
Unfortunately 


he matter became a factional affair, and 
electioneering as earnest aa is evinced in a 
joliiical contest took place. When the con- 
;regational meeting was called Thursday a 
motion was made by John L. DuBois, Jr., 
.0 the effect that the Session, which favored 
Mr. Labaree, be debarred from making any 
recommendations or from reading letiers in 
'avor of any candidate. This motion was 
defeated alter a very -warm debate. The 
Session then proceeded to recommend its 
candidate, after stating thai its' members had 
made the most cateful inquiry as to the fit 
ness of the two clergymen. 
Mr. Labaree 


was elected by a vote of 102 lo 66. All 
would hare been well had the Session dis- 
played a little more tact. Before the vote 
w«s taken the Session was asked to state 
whether it bad discovered anything in rela- 
tion to Mr. Reinke's character that would 
make him ineligible. Instead ';? replying to 
this very proper question members of the 
Session stated that they hoped llifl congrega- 
tion would not press the inquiry. 
This nat- 


urally gave the impression that there was 
something wrong with tbe candidate. One 
member of the Session said, however, that 
he believed Mr. Reinke to be a Godly man 
and a Christian, but that it would not do to 


reveal family secrets." 
Mr. Keinke's 


friends were loyal to him and demanded to 
know what the Session meant by such insin- 
uations. The session refused to make fur- 
ther explanation, in consequence of which a 
motion to make the election of Mr. Labaree 
unanimous was not only lost but one officer 
of the church even refused to sign tbe call. 
It is said that Mr. Labaree will surely de- 
cline to accept the place under such circum- 
stances, and if this should happen the next 
election may be marked with increased fee!' 
ing. The salary of the pastor was fixed at 
|2,000 a year, in addition to which he 
would enjoy tbe parsonage or manse rent 
free. 


A year ago some comment was occasioned 


by the fact that up to the middle of March, 
and perhaps a week later, very few deeds 
were filed for record in the Recorder's office 
at Doylestown. Before April 1, however, 
they came flocking in like the blackbirds and 
the robins. For some inexplicable reason 
the same condition prevails this year. 
In- 


stead of the busy throng that used lo invade 
the Recorder's office from the first of March 
until long after April 1, the gr?at settlement 
day, Recorder Wright has been able to care 
for all the business that comes his way with- 
out being pressed for time. In fact business 
has been extremely dull in his office for some 
months, that is compared lo previous years. 
No doubt in another week it will materially 
iiicrea°e. One office that, keeps the even 
tenor of its way without regard to financial 
conditions is that ol the Register of Wills. 
The grim reaper, Death, sees to it that the 
Register has business to transact in the way 
of probating wills and issuing letters of ad- 
ministration. 
Speaking of business in the 


"Court House Row" suggests that a very 
large propoition of the business that wag for- 
me ily transacted by attorneys has fallen into 
the hands of Justices of thn Peace and prom- 
inent business men, particularly those who 
deal extensively in real QBlate. Settlement 
day brings a lot of these gentlemen to town. 
It would be bard to ascribe a reason for this 
unless it is due to the fact that the 'Squire 
may be consulted with less inconvenience 
and perhaps less expense than the lawyer. 


At a meeting held on Monday the County 


Commissioners considered the Grand Jury's 
report in relation to the old Almshonse 
building, and went so far as to name a day 
upon which a conference will take place be- 
tween the Commissioners, the Directors of 
the Poor and the local Board of Visitors for 
the purpose of considering plant to repair or 
remodel the interior of the structure. The 
meeting will take place at tbe Almshouse on 
Tuesday, March 23. This action of the Com- 
missioners gives the ball that was started 
rolling at the lost term of court additional 
impetus, and no doubt ere many months the 
work will be under way. 


EB8ELV. 


The subject of increase in tbe borough tax 


•ate is interesting some of the citiiens and 
louncilmen of the borough. That the rate 
rill be increased there is no doubt. Just 
low much this increase shall be, however, is 
he question. Tbe present rate of two mills 
o the dollar of assessed valuation has proven 
oo small to meet the street repairs and im- 
rovements made, and the deficit was con. 
iderably increased by the clearing of the 
roads after the two large stonrs of the win- 
er. How small the amount raised by taxa* 
ion is, can be appreciated from the fact that 
he extraordinary expenditures due to these 
torms amounted to about one-fourth the te- 
lal amount of taxes collected in the borough. 


Extensive repairs are needed on some of 


he main streets, notably Fallsington and 
Oxford avenues between Main street and the 
railroad. The latter thoroughfare has been 
iitle more than a mud hole thus far this 
pring, the wheels of loaded wagons hauling 
reigbt from- the railroad sinking nearly to 
he hubs' in the soft mire. 
Should the pro- 


osed measure of repairing the sidewalks of 
Main street be adopted it will be absolutely 
necessary to have a high tax rate during the 
wining year in order to continue the perma- 
nent improvement of the streets. 


The present council seems disposed to meet 


be issue squarely and not continue the poli- 
cy of attempting to make a thousand dollars' 
worth of improvements out of a fi te hundred 
dollar treasury. 


The regular meeting of the board of school 


lirectors was held on last Monday evening. 
?he only business transacted was tbe auth- 
orizing of the secretary to purchase new 
copy books. The County Superintendenoy 
and the condition of the treasury of this 
school district were discussed informally. 
In regard to tbe latter there was a generally 
expressed sentiment in favor of a slight in- 
crease in the tax rate to clear (be district of 
ts debt and to enable the directors to pur- 
chase new books which will be needed next 
year.

Mysteries of Venus. 


Tfie most benutlful "planet 


that cornea nearest to the earth and raoar, 
resembles the earth In slzo is nt tho BIUUO 
time the most mysterious. 
IB Venus u 


living world or dead one—that is to say, 
Is it In a condition to support Inhabitants, 
and is it probable that such inhabltantH 
are there, or, on the other hand, is It uu- 
suited for their presence and barren ol' 
living forms? 
j 


These questions astronomers nt present 


ore unable to answer, but their efforts to 
answer them and the observations that 
they have mode of the mysterious planet 
-ssess an almost startling interest. 


First let us briefly recoil what Venus It 


It-is a globe like our earth anil of very 
nearly the same magnitude, having n 
diameter of about 7,700 miles, while that 
of tho earth Is a little more than 7,900 
miles. 
So nearly of the same size are tho 


;wo planets that 12 we could view them 
from an equal distance wo should be un- 
able without tho aid of Instruments ot 
measurement to detect any difference be- 
tween them. 
The substance of Venus IH 


slightly lighter, bulk for bulk, than that 
which composes the earth, but the differ- 
ence In this respect is so little that ngnln 
t would require special examination to 
distinguish by weight between a cublo 
loot of the soil of Venus and an equal 
amount of tho soil of the earth It followH 
ihnt on Venus the force of gravitation 01- 
iho weight of bodies does not greatly differ 
from that on the earth. If we could step 
upon Venus, wo should find that we had 
parted with a few pounds weight, but thn 
difference would not be very noticeable, 
except perhaps on the race track. 


But this planet, so like tho earth In 


many respects, Is very different from our 
;lobo In Its situation. The earth's di«- 
«nce from tho sun is 98,000,000 miles, 
;he distance of Venus from tho sun is 07,- 
)00,000. This difference becomes a mat- 
xi of great Importance when we consider 
;he effects which tho sun produces upon 
;he two planets. Heat and light, as every- 
jody knows, vary inversely aa the squnro 
of the distance. When we compare thn 
square of the earth's distance from tho 
sun with tho square o£ Venus' distance, 
wo find that the former is about doublo 
;he latter. This means that Venus on 
the average gets twice as much heat and 
ight from the sun as the earth gets. 


But, on the other hand, wo know that 


all forms of life depend for their existence 
upon tho radiant energy of tho sun. On 
the earth, when we pass from tho arctic 
region toward tho equator, wo find tho 
number of living forms and tho variety 
and Intensity of the manifestations of llfo 
:ontlmially increasing until In tho equn- 
;orial zone earth, sea and air are all 
crowded with animate 
and 
growing 


things. The touch of tho sun everywhere 
produces life, and in the absence of sun 
shine Is death. It Is but natural to infer 
that Venus, having twice as much sun- 
shine as the earth, should be proportion- 
ately more crowded with animal and vege- 
table inhabitants, and that the Intensity 
of life there should be correspondingly 
greater. Some geologists have thought 
;hat there was a time when tho climate of 
the earth was so hot that tropical plants 
and beasts livet1 abundantly around tho 
joles. 
A similar condition of thingt- 


night bo supposed now to prevail upon 
Venus.—Harper's Round Table.

found that it would be advisable to do so. 
The great trouble is that most of the con- 
cerns advertising for locations or buildings 
are not financially in a position to be of 
much benefit to the neighborhood where they 
desire to locate. 
Some of the business men 


of Bristol have from time to Limp received 
communications fiom parties who, it was 
found, were liable to be more of a detriment 
to the borough than an advantage to it. 


Rev. 
Rorer's Farewell. 


Notwithstanding the inclemency of the 


weather a large congregation attended tbe 
closing services of the retiring pastor, Rev. 
C. II. Rorer, at the M. E. Church ou last 
Sunday evening. The text for the sermon 
was from Malachai 3 : 16. At the conclu- 
sion of the sermon lie made a few remarks 
of a reminiscent and farewell character. 
Among other things he sail that he had nev- 
er missed a service through ill health since 
his residence in Bristol and that he has no 
regret for having served Bristol charge. 


He held in his hand a unanimous invita- 


tion from the trustees of the church to re- 
turn for the fifth year, and spoke of being 
the recipient of a similar invitation from Ihe 
official board of every church which he has 
served. He came to Bristol as an American 
citizen full of American ideas and striving 
to make this on American church. 
When 


he started iu the ministry it was with no in- 
tention of being a church 
builder but 


through accident he has been called up to 
build three churches. His brother has also 
built one and his cousin two, making a total 
of six churches in the family. 


He answered those who contended that 


the church could have been constructed for 
$13.000 less upon Ihe old ground upon Wood 
street and offered arguments to prove that 
the claim was false. He spoke of the kind 
ness of the people of Bristol and said that 
the patriotic aud beneficial organizations, the 
high school, Sons of Temperance, and G. A. 
B., which he had served upon various occa- 
sions would always be held in fond remem- 
brance. 


During the last conference year 65 proba- 


tioners were received and 48 members ad- 
mitted upon certificate. During four years 
222 have joined Ihe church on probation and 
by certificate. 
During the past year $5,000 


have been raised for church expenses. Dur- 
ing the four years $64,000 have passed 
through the hands of tbe trustees. 


Revival services have been held each year 


with from forty to fifty conversions each 
time. 
Pie has preached 339 sermons, made 


3,250 pastoral visits, baptized 84 during the 
past year, with a total of 210 in four years 
married 46 couples, conducted 152 funerals 
and has given 89 certificates to retiring mem 
bers. 


He said that if at the end of four years a 


providential opening occurs for a change o 
pulpits there is au understanding among 
ministers to accept it. His desire to chang 
at tUb time is pat a master pf money as thi 
salary for next year is not jet fixed. H 
could have left last year if the lalary alon 
was concerned. What he considers a goo 
opening has now occurred and he has been 
advised to accept it.

DOLLS FROM SAXONY. 


M'ikpri ot the Celebrated "French" 


On«» «n IntepeMtlnv Community. 
In the forests of Saxony, Germany, are 


thousands of thatched huts in which dwell 
the makers of the celebrated "French" 
drills. Not many years ago a traveler rld- 
iriK through those noble forests might 
hiive seen drying in the sun before the 
queer houses thousands upon thousands— 
whole acres—of doll heads. That was in 
tho day of "composition" heads, but now 
tho doll beads are manufactured of bisque 
in the factories of Dresden and other 
cities, whither the peasant dollmakors 
trudge each Saturday with big baskets 
piled full of beautiful new dolls, taking 
bju'k to their pitifully poor homes the 
blivnk heads, wigs, kids for the bodies, 
bonds and feet and other ports to be used 
Ir the next week's work. 


The father works dolly in the forests, 


find all the rest of the family engage 
heiurtlly in the work of dollmaklng. The 
good wife tints the cheeks, paints the eye- 
brows, adjusts the wig and makes the tiny 
•hoes. The boys fasten th» jointed limbs 
together, stuff and cover the body and ijet 
it ready for dretslng, while little Qretohen 
makes tha wee stockings and the prim 
muslin skirt In which the lady dolls cross 
the great ocean to the shops in the big 
cities of America, where Santa Claus goee 
each year to buy his dolls. 


All through the rainy season the father 


also tits about the fireside working with 
his family. On Friday night the faithful 
fran packs the dolls In 'large shallow 
basket* and prepares a lunch ot bread and 
cheese, for the Saturday's journey Is long, 
and Hans may have to carry his basket 20 
miles or more before he reaches the village 
or town whore the commission merchant 
lives who is to buy his wares. Hans is 
very proud if he is paid at the rate of 1 
mark a day (about 25 cents) for his dolls, 
but if he be paid at the rate of IX marks 
• day (37 cents) on account of having 
brought in some especially fine dolls his 
heart is no light and his hopes so high that 
he sings all the way homo as he carries 
his basket of "blanks," kids and curled 
•hair.—Gentlewoman. 


HABITS OF THE HORSE. 


A FREE AND EASY TALK.' 


Pear of Wolven, Speed of Colt* and 


Habit of Sliylnij. 


Another animal which, when in a state 


of nature, lives in droves is tho horse. It 
is almost as defenseless as the sheep, and i 
when a herd of wild horses is attacked by , 
wolves there is no escape but in flight. In I 
its wild state the horse's natural habitat' 
Is on the open plains, not in mountainous 
regions, but on the utoppes of Asia, and 
when uttaclicd by wolves its only safety 
lies in itB superior speed. If tho young 
foal v ere not as hwif fc ea its parents, it 
•would fall an easy prey to the pursuer, and 
~sor within a few generations, the wild 
horse might be utterly destroyed by its 
enemies. The curious thing is that the 
fool is qulto as swift as Its parents. When 
one looks at it, even In Its domesticated 
condition, it seems to lie all legs, and one 
is surprised to sue how easily the slight 
body is borne along on those long legs be- 
ildo tbo mother, oven when sho is running 
at her swiftest rate. In that fact lies tho 
safety of tho wild horse from destruction, 
and the thousands of generations in which 
that uHcful animal has been domesticated 
have brought no change In the peculiar 
conformation of the fool's limbs, though 
it is n<i longer needed for its original pur- 
pose. 


Another curious thing Is thnt one of the 


faults of tho horse of which we are apt to 
oomplziin—we mean tho babit of shying— 
la a survival of an old habit whloh was 
useful and necessary when Ms ancestors 
wore still roaming wild upon tho plains. 
Then overy horse was constantly on the 
outlook for an enemy, and it did not look 
only with one eye. It habitually kept 
turning its car in all directions, go as to 
catch t ho slightest sound which should in- 
dicate tho presence of danger. Not only 
v.-bon tt wolf was soeu did the herd take 
flight. Any sound, as of the wolf break- 
ing-through tho long grass, caused an in- 
stantaneous stampede, and something of 
that hublt still survives. The horso sel- 
dom fears the objects which it. sees un- 
less thoy appear suddenly, but the sudden 
appearance of some light thing driven by 
tho wind or some slight sound thnt per- 
haps may not be hoard by his master may 
cause an instant and involuntary shy, 
such as tho poor brute would instinctively 
make if he were still wild upon the plains 
How unjust it is and how utterly stupid 
to justify his terror by whipping him for 
such a fault I To do so is to make him 
only so much tho readier to fchy again, ro- 
incmbnrlng—and ho is sure to remember 
—that, ovon If there has been no reason 
for hit involuntary shying, there is some- 
thing ;o dread immediately afterward, 
Tho only sensible way to deal with this 
remnant 
of wlldness in tho domofcticatod 


horse is to stop and let hipi feel that there 
is nothing to fear and so break down the 
remnant of his old and perfectly natural 
habit of fright from possible danger.—Our 
Aniuiul Friends.

Vhy It Wax Named Rubber. 


A recent report from a British consul 


in OIKI of tho Central American states 
gives the following as tho origin of the' 
name rxibber, as applied to caoutchouc: 
An English artist discovered In 1770 that 
the new gum was admirably adapted for 
rubbing out pencil marks. lie wrote a 
paper on the subject and Informed his 
contemporaries that a cubic inch of this 
substance, costing only 3 shillings, would 
last for years. It was ufod for no other 
purpose in England than effacing lead 
pencil marks for about half a century 
after this discovery; bonce the name "rub- 
ber." 


After thd introduction of the raw ma- 
terial und the scientific description of tho 
plant by Fi.-enchruen it was first manu- 
factured into waterproof clothing in 
Franco toward the end of the eighteenth 
century. Later on the firm of Mclntoch 
of Manchester greatly improved on the 
French id MI and manufactured water- 
proofs on a large scale, and "mackintosh" 
is the name by which waterproofs have 
been known since that time.—Philadelphia 
Record.
